Before taking up the scheduled agenda, Mr. Barrett 
suggested that the Board hold a special evening meeting 
to consider the question of answering Soviet propaganda, 
raised by Admiral Stevens, and other items which might 
require fuller discussion than was possible at regular 
meetings. It was agreed to hold such a special meeting 
at Mr . Barrett "s house Wednesday, September 13, at 7 P«m° 

Admiral Stevens ‘reported on two items of concern to 
the Board % 

First, he stated that he had received a letter from 
the Defense Department Information and Education Division 
asking for liaison with the Psychological Strategy Board* 
While his first reaction was unfavorable, he felt on further 
thought that there might be advantages in establishing such 
liaison in view of the close relation between propaganda 
and orientation of our troops. General Magruder and Mr. 
Sheppard commented that the establishment of formal liaison 
raised a practical question of the size of the Board and 
might lead to similar requests from other agencies. Mr. 
Barrett asked whether the representatives of the Department 
of Defense might not adequately cover the interests of 
Information and Education. General Magruder undertook to 
explore the matter further with the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense and it was agreed to place this matter on the 
agenda for further discussion at the next meeting. 

Admiral Stevens second item related to the research 
contract with the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

He reported that the Army Signal Corps, in view of their 
related research projects, would wish to establish liaison 
with the Department and MIT. Mr. Barrett proposed that 
arrangements for such liaison be established through Mr. 
George Her rick , t Chief Engineer for VGA, who is in direct 
charge of contacts with MIT.
